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‘Suspicious package’ causes alarm 


Post office evacuated amid fear of potential threat

AGAWAM — Following the 
discovery of what emergency of- 
ficials deemed a suspicious pack- 
age, the Agawam Post Office was 
evacuated and closed to the public 
early Thursday, April 18. 

The facility, located at 600 Suf- 
field St., was shut down for about 
four hours while local and state 
officials conducted their investiga- 
tion. 

According to Maureen Marion, 
a spokesperson for the United 
States Postal Service (USPS), the 
building was evacuated around 
8:15 a.m. after a postal clerk dis- 
covered a package that was leak- 
ing an unidentified substance. 

The clerk “experienced a burn- 
ing sensation on their arm” after 
handling the package, said Aga- 
wam Fire Chief Alan Sirois, who 
acted as incident commander of 
the scene. A second postal worker 
also experienced “minimal expo- 
sure,” but both were treated at the 
scene. 

Agawam police and fire de- 
partments responded to the post 
office along with USPS officials, 
Agawam Detective Bureau, the 
Massachusetts State Police Bomb 
Squad and Hazardous Materials 
Team, and Agawam Emerency 
Management officials. 

The building was evacuated as a 
precaution shortly after the pack- 
age was discovered, said Marion.

Water information 
flows from top down 


Officials say recent test results 
pose no danger to residents

AGAWAM -— Recent water 
tests have shown a decrease in 
haloacetic acids — a common, un- 
desirable by-product of drinking 
water chlorination — in the town’s 
water. 

Residents are being warned that 
the issue is “not an emergency,” 
but the levels in the water during 
the past year have shown an aver- 
age in excess of the recommended 
maximum containment level. 

According a statement from 
the Department of Public Works, 
a period of water testing between 
April 1, 2012 and March 31, 2013 
showed an average of 61.4 micro- 
grams per liter of the acids in the 
water. 

The most recent quarterly test- 
ing shows a dramatic drop in the 
acid’s presence in the water with 
only 29.0 micrograms per liter 


of water, suggesting the amount 
in the water much higher at one 
point in the past. 

The recommended maximum 
containment level is 60 micro- 
grams per liter. 

According to information from 
John Decker, the deputy superin- 
tendent and head of the Water De- 
partment, if the water levels in the 
drinking were excessive to a point 
where drinking town water would 
have been a hazard, residents 
would have been informed within 
24 hours of the bad testing. 

Decker went on to state that 
water is currently purchased from 
the Springfield Water and Sewer 
Commission. The water is treated 
at the West Parish Filters Water 
Treatment Plan and receives nu- 
merous treatments, including dis- 
infections. 

Disinfections used combine 
with organic and inorganic mat-

Perry went on to explain that 
Mayor Richard A. Cohen learned 
that the tour would take place back 
in February. 

“T feel like the mayor should 
have notified us,” Perry said. “Was 
it an oversight?” 

Council President Christopher 
C. Johnson, in speaking during the 
councilor’s roundtable, also ad- 
dressed his “outrage” over the lack 
of an invitation.

The rides mirror the child’s journey 
through life, which has been filled with diz- 
zying highs and lows and mood swings that 
send him spiraling out of control.

Fundraiser for special needs dog 


The first signs that something was wrong 
appeared at age 2 when he started to behave 
differently than other children. “Things 
didn’t seem to register and everything he 
learned socially he forgot. I had to repeat 
basic things over and over to him,” said his 
mother, Nichole Hines. “Other kids didn’t 
want to play with him because he played 
differently. He would think they were hav- 
ing fun, but would do things to get his own 
way.” 

The tot also had frequent, severe “melt- 
downs” that would occur for no apparent 
reason. But little Braedan didn’t understand

that his inability to master social cues made 
other children shy away from him and he 
continued to try to interact with them when- 
ever he was taken to the playground. 

As he grew older it became difficult for 
Nichole, who is a single mother and co-own- 
er of Agawam Massage and Bodyworks, to 
bring him grocery shopping or almost any- 
where else. “It could take 10 minutes to get 
him out of the car,’ she said, explaining he 
would squat every two feet to search for pen- 
nies on the ground or would become caught 
up in something. 

Preschool didn’t help and Braedan’s ex- 
treme mood swings continued. “The school 
called me at least once a week,’ Nichole 
said. “There were times when someone said 
‘no’ to him and it was like it was the end of 
the world.” 

Atage 5, after stints in Baystate Children’s 
Hospital Partial Day Program, Braedan was 
diagnosed with Asperger’s syndrome, atten- 
tion deficit disorder with hyperactivity and 
severe sensory sensitivity. Asperger’s is an 
autism spectrum disorder characterized by 
significant difficulties in social interaction, 
along with restricted and repetitive patterns 
of behavior and interests. 

Since the diagnosis, counseling and medi- 
cation have helped Braedan recognize when 
he is becoming overwhelmed and has also 
allowed him to sleep through the night. But 
he is lonesome, still doesn’t have friends and 
needs a companion to help him navigate the 
world. 

The Selser School first-grader meets the 
qualifications necessary to get a specially 
trained service dog from the National Edu- 
cation for Assistance Dogs for Deaf and Dis- 
abled Americans program, but Nichole needs 
$9,500 to pay for the trained companion. The 
training for the dogs, which begin when they 
are eight weeks old, costs $25,000. 

So far, $2,000 has been raised for Braedan 
through a variety of means, including tickets 
to a recent Falcons game where a portion of 
the ticket price went to the fund.

“He’s still little and early intervention 
makes a huge difference,” Nichole said. “I 
want him to be able to be independent and 
don’t want to have to hold his hand when he 
is 10.” 

She explained the dog will help Braeden 
socially, as well as providing companionship 
and serving as a calming influence. “Going 
out is really hard for him and the dog will 
help him control his emotions. He gets a lot 
of looks when we go anywhere and people 
who don’t understand his behavior have 
yelled at me in the park. He can’t introduce

The blasts heard 


around the nation 


Patriot’s Day - it’s a day that has come 
to mean so much more now. 

For those who have grown up in Mas- 
sachusetts, Patriot’s Day has been one of 
those holidays that seems to have lost its 
original meaning as the centuries have 
past from the battles of the American 
Revolutionary War. It can come as a sur- 
prise what establishments recognize it, 
with banks being open, but public offices 
being closed. 

It marks the start of April vacation for 
students, and for athletes across the na- 
tion and world, it is “Marathon Monday” 
in Boston. Scores of people are drawn to 
the streets of Beantown and last Monday 
was no different. The future of Patriot’s 
Day, however, will carry a new meaning 
for Bostonians and residents of the Com- 
monwealth. 

The start of the day was no different for 
marathon runners and their loved ones, as 
they lined the streets of the city eager to 
see the 117th running of the race. It was 
a beautiful day weather-wise for those 
gathered in the city, but that would all 
soon change. As marathon runners began 
to cross the finish line the cheers of joy 
would quickly change to tears of anguish, 
fear and sadness. At approximately 2:50 
p-m. — four hours, nine minutes and 43 
seconds after the marathon began — two 
bombs were detonated near the finish line, 
killing three people and injuring more 
than 180 people. 

There is now another day on our calen- 
dar when an act of terrorism was wrought 
against innocent people of this nation. 
We have already set aside a day, Patriot 
Day, to remember the 2,977 innocent lives 
killed during the Sept. 11, 2001 terrorist 
attacks - now we will also have Patriot’s 
Day. 

The holiday was originally established 
to commemorate the anniversary of the 
Battles of Lexington and Concord on April 
19, 1775, which were the first battles of 
the American Revolutionary War. In his 
“Concord Hymn,” Ralph Waldo Emerson 
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described the first shot fired by the Patri- 
ots at the North Bridge as the “shot heard 
‘round the world.” Now, 238 years later, 
those shots have been silenced by the 
marathon blasts heard around the nation. 

As American citizens sat down for din- 
ner Patriot’s Day night, our president, 
Barack Obama, delivered a promise that 
those responsible for this act would be 
tracked down — and just a few days later, 
they were. He also reminded Bostonians 
that the American people will be beside 
them every step of the way during this 
time of healing. 

“Today is a holiday in Massachusetts 
— Patriot’s Day. It’s a day that celebrates 


the free and fiercely independent spirit 
that this great American city of Boston 
has reflected from the earliest days of our 
nation. 

“And it’s a day that draws the world 
to Boston’s streets in a spirit of friendly 
competition. Boston is a tough and resil- 
ient town. So are its people. We are su- 
premely confident that after all that has 
happened, Bostonians will pull together, 
take care of each other, and move forward 
as one proud city.”

and other activities. Three local groups, 
Andy Has A Band, Chris Shea & Co., and 
BBQ will perform between noon and 4 p. m.

“This is a rain or shine event,” said Tichy.

Longtime friends who used to be co-work- 
ers at Center Cleaners in Southwick, Tichy 
and Phillips teamed up last year to form 
team Attitude of Gratitude. They will par- 
ticipate in the 2013 overnight Relay at Aga- 
wam High School Friday, May 17 through 
Saturday, May 18. 

Although more than 40 years apart in age 
— Phillips is 67 and Tichy is 26 — they share 
acommon goal of wanting to raise money in 
the fight to end cancer. 

“IT survived Hodgkin’s disease 41 years 
ago. Six years ago I became seriously ill 
with what doctors suspected was pancreatic 
cancer,” said Phillips. “But after undergoing 
a very invasive operation, it was determined 
I was cancer free.” 

Following surgery, Phillips “bounced back 
with a smile on my face” and “‘a strong hold 
on my faith.” The illness — and her previous 
bout with cancer — gave her an “attitude of 
gratitude” for life, family, and friends. 

It also gave Phillips a strong desire to turn 
her feelings into action. 

“Tt’s very important to me to raise funds to 


help end cancer,” she said. “I want others to 
have the opportunity to live life to the full- 
est. That’s why the team’s called Attitude of 
Gratitude.” 

While Tichy hasn’t suffered a personal 
experience with cancer, several close family 
members have. That motivated her to partici- 
pate in cancer Relays — until Phillips’ recent 
cancer scare. 

“When I saw Patti suffer with a possible 
cancer reoccurrence and then triumph over 
it, I decided to jump aboard. I wanted to 
help her spread her positive attitude for life,” 
Tichy said. 

Attitude of Gratitude includes many 
friends and family of Phillips and Tichy. 
They have been raising money throughout 
Southwick and surrounding towns for the 
last several months to help the Agawam Re- 
lay reach its $60,000 goal. 

One local business, Southwick Insurance 
Agency, was recently approached by a team 
member who works at the agency. Own- 
ers Gerald and Dan Hess decided to donate 
$250 to become a team sponsor. 

“My brother and I have had a lot family 
members with cancer,’ said Gerald Hess. 
“We’ve done some fundraising for the can- 
cer society over the years, but we didn’t 
think about the Relay until we were asked. 
It’s a great event and we’re excited about 
participating.” 

Tichy called it “a rewarding feeling” to 
raise money for the Relay. “Finding a cure 
for cancer is a true need in today’s society. 
That’s why Patti and I plan to have a Relay 
team every year.” 


‘Suspicious package' found at post office

As the investigation got underway, the 
Post Office’s 80 employees were huddled 
outside the building, which was taped off. 

The incident happened just days after the 
bombing at the Boston Marathon on Patri- 
ots Day, which killed three and injured more 
than 180 people, and were ricin-laced let- 
ters mailed to President Barack Obama and 
a Mississippi senator, causing a heightened 
sense of alarm as authorities swarmed the 
area to determine the dangerousness of the 
substance. 

Around three hours after the package was 
discovered, Sirois announced that it was 
found to be “a concentrated cleaning solu- 


tion that was not appropriately packaged and 
shipped. 

“At this time we have no further informa- 
tion to offer,’ he said. “None of the agencies 
involved believe that there was any malicious 
intent in the shipment of the package.” 

Sirois did not comment as to its origin. 

“Further investigation into the matter is 
being handled by the US Postal Inspectors,” 
he said. 

The building was reopened a little after 
noon. 

A call to the USPS corporate communi- 
cations office in Windsor, Conn., was not 
returned and additional information was not 
available at presstime.

“We found out about the meeting through 
inadvertent conversation with the chief li- 
brarian who was surprised that we weren’t 
invited,’ Johnson said, adding that in his 
conversations with officials of other area 
communities, those officials were “some- 
what surprised that no one from our coun- 
cil was there since it was in our own public 
building.” 

According to Cohen, the meeting was 
under the executive order of Massachusetts 
Gov. Deval Patrick. 

“T was called by Robert Nunes, the sec- 
retary of the Department of Revenue who 
was putting it together, and he said to invite 
department heads and managers, that he’ll 
be inviting all the elected officials,’ Cohen 
explained. “So I did and I thought nothing 
else of it.” 

Cohen said when he realized the council 
had not received an invitation, he sent one 
along. 

“T did what I was asked to do. It was not 
my meeting; all I was asked to do is host it 
and find a spot.” 

He went on to say he apologized to Perry 
and Johnson for the lack of communication. 

“Tm sorry the council felt that way,’ Co- 
hen said. “I’m always very collaborative and 
cooperative.” 


Zone change petition withdrawn by 

applicant 

A petition for zone change that appeared 
as a public hearing item at last week’s Aga- 
wam City Council meeting was withdrawn 
by the owner of the property to allow for a 
meeting with the town’s planning board to 
create a new zoning district. 

Mark Benoit appeared before the council 
April 16 to withdraw the petition to re-zone 
an area of South Street from A-5 which al- 
lows age-restricted condominiums to A-3, 
which are non age-restricted condomini- 
ums. 

Twin Brook Farm, an over-55 community 
on South Street, was approved by the town 
in 2008, but developers held off on the proj- 
ect because of the weak economy. They are 
in the process of planning to develop the 


property now, Benoit told the council. 

The zoning amendment that was requested 
would benefit the project because it would 
allow for non-age restricted condominiums 
to be built. 

“We feel that the non-age restricted con- 
dominium market is much stronger and re- 
covering much more quickly than the age 
restricted market,’ Benoit explained, adding, 
“We think it will be a few years before that 
takes place.” 

According to Benoit, the zoning amend- 
ment itself would allow his project to move 
into A-3 zoning, which he acknowledged 
raised questions from the council. 

If passed, the zoning amendment would 
allow a developer to come in with a simi- 
lar project, with very low-density residential 
lots of open space, and then change their 
mind to develop higher-density residential 
lots, which are eight units per acre and eight 
units per building. 

“Our project is two units per acre and two 
units per building, very low density. So we 
understand those concerns on the part of the 
town and the councilors,” Benoit explained 
during the public hearing. “That kind of was 
an unintended consequence of what we de- 
veloped in terms of the zoning amendment 
and asked the planning board to support, 
that would facilitate our change from age 
restricted zoning to non-age restricted con- 
dominiums.” 

As a result, Benoit asked that the ordi- 
nance be withdrawn so that he could meet 
with the Planning Board to ask it “to support 
the creation of a new zoning district here in 
Agawam, which would be ‘low-density resi- 
dential,” he said. Basically, it would be the 
same as A-5 zone without the age restric- 
tion. 

“Tt would ensure that any development 
within that district would have the same 
characteristics that we have in A-5 which is 
very low-density, large piece of land, smaller 
buildings and more open space.” 

If the new zone is passed, the Twin Brook 
Farm developers would petition for its prop- 
erty to move from A-5 into the new low-den- 
sity residential zone, Benoit said. 

“We think itll be more successful [than] 
non age-restricted condominiums,” he said.

Recent water test results pose no danger

ter present in water form chemicals known 
as disinfection byproducts. On letters sent to 
residents about the drinking water, they are 
known as HAAS. 

The Agawam Department of Public 
Works, which is in charge of making sure 
the water is safe for drinking, said Tuesday 
that the reason for the improved first quarter 
testing is due to changes in the treatment of 
water. 

“When Springfield treats their water, they 
use chlorine,’ said DPW Superintendent 
Christopher Golba. “The chlorine reacts 
with organic compounds found in the water 
and that produces the haloacetic acids.” 

Water testing is done at Provin Mountain 
in Feedings Hills, right near that point of dis- 
infection, which explains the higher HAAS 
tests recently. 

Golba said the containments are typically 
found near the beginning of the water distri- 
bution systems, which is where chlorination 
occurs. But the acids actually dissipate as 
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the water flows through the system. 

“As the water passes through system 
(heading toward the customer), the contain- 
ments dissipate to the point where they are 
undetectable,” he said. 

Following a couple of higher containment 
tests, Springfield Water modified its disin- 
fection practices in December 2012, Golba 
added. Those modifications have led to the 
lower first quarter containment readings and 
the water quality is continuing to improve 
through the modification of treatments. 

Golba encourages any resident with ques- 
tions or concerns to contact to the DPW and 
Decker at (413) 821-0600. 

“We definitely want to encourage people 
to communicate so we can get information 
out there for [them],” said Golba. “Their 
drinking water is important to them.” 

The notice from the DPW said residents 
do not need to boil water or take any other 
actions. When there are tests of elevated 
HAAS levels, even if not an emergency, the 
DPW is required by Massachusetts law to 
inform residents.

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A incredible number of very little critters make 
their homes in local streams and ponds. And 
thanks to the state Department of Conservation and 
Recreation, families were treated to a program to 
find out exactly “What’s in the Water” at Robinson 
State Park Sunday, April 21. 

The program was run by regional educator Gini 
Traub, who helped a group of about 15 children and 
12 adults identify a host of life forms in a flowing 
stream and vernal pool on park grounds. 

According to Traub, the group found frog tad- 
poles, fairy shrimp (small crustacean that indicates 
a vernal pool), dragonfly larvae, water beetle, may- 
fly larvae, water fleas, mosquito larvae, salamander, 
frogs and more. 

“We used simple equipment that any family could 
use themselves if they wished,’ Traub said. The 
tools included small white plastic containers, small 
aquarium nets, and small magnifying hand lenses. 
“We did have some guides that helped to identify 
and understand what it was we found,” she said. 

Traub said the program was considered a suc- 
cess. 

“Tf there were more people, it would be more dif- 
ficult to give individual attention and talk about what 
they found and how all the pieces fit together.” 

Robinson State Park, located in Agawam, in- 
cludes over 800 acres with five miles of frontage 
on the Westfield River. It is open to walkers, hik- 
ers, mountain bikers and horseback riders Sunday 
through Thursday from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m.

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Two most recognized composers in Season Finale 


Springfield Symphony 
to present ‘Mozart & 
Beethoven’ concert May 4

SPRINGFIELD - The Springfield Symphony Orchestra’s 
Season Grand Finale features two of the absolute pillars of 
classical music Saturday, May 4 at 7:30 p.m. in Springfield 
Symphony Hall: Wolfgang Amadeus Mozart and Ludwig 
van Beethoven. 

Maestro Kevin Rhodes will lead the Orchestra and Chorus 
in Mozart’s “Requiem” and Beethoven’s “Symphony No. 5 
in C minor.” 

Four guest soloists, three of whom dazzled audiences at 
the Opera Gala concert just last month, will be featured in 
“Requiem.” 

Rhodes said Beethoven’s world-changing “Sth Sympho- 
ny” put music on a new path forever. “Everyone recognizes 
the first four notes of the piece,” said Rhodes. “It goes Bup, 
Bup, Bup,...Bah,’ he voiced. “This concert will make for a 
one-of-a-kind finale.” 

Each composition is a leader in its own right, said 
Rhodes. 

‘Requiem’ 

Probably no single piece of classical music has generated 
as much speculation, rumor, mythology and money as Mo- 
zart’s monumental “Requiem.” 

“Tt truly was the music of the future after he put his pen 
down,” Rhodes said. 

The fascinating story of the composition of the “Re- 
quiem” reads like a murder mystery. The first part is well 
known: in July 1791 an “unknown messenger” approached 
Mozart with a commission to write a Requiem Mass for his 
master, who wished to remain anonymous. Mozart — at the 
time desperately short of money — accepted the lucrative as- 
signment. Overburdened with writing as many compositions 
as he could in order to make ends meet for his family, Mo- 
zart sank into despondency and digestive disorders, leading 
to the nagging thought that he was being poisoned and the 
premonition that he was composing the “Requiem” for his 
own funeral. 

The fact that Mozart met his untimely death a mere six 
months after the appearance of the mysterious stranger — the 
Requiem still unfinished — provided fuel for scholars and 
poets alike, resulting in the Broadway play and Hollywood 
film, “Amadeus.” 

The Springfield Symphony Chorus, taking part in “Re- 
quiem,” is under the direction of Nikki Stoia. Stoia’s concert 
work has taken her to many cities, including Washington, 
San Francisco and Honolulu, and as accompanist for the 
Smith College Chamber Singers, she appeared in concerts in 
London, Paris, and Berlin. 

Guest soloists are Eric Ashcroft, Stacey Rishoi and her 
husband Gustav Andreassen. They starred in the Springfield 
Symphony’s Opera Gala evening March 9. They will be 
joined by an accomplished newcomer, Monica Yunus. 
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Two of the world’s most beloved composers, Mozart and Beethoven, will be featured in the Spring- 
field Symphony Orchestra’s Season Finale concert on Saturday, May 4 at 7:30 p.m. conducted by 
Maestro Kevin Rhodes. For tickets go so SpringfieldSymhony.org. 


Eric Ashcraft has scrupulous diction, even tone and a vast 
range. Internationally, Ashcraft has appeared with the Dublin 
Grand Opera and at the prestigious Wexford Festival Opera. 

Equally at home in concert, recital or on the operatic stage 
young soprano Monica Yunus has been called “especially 
winning” by The New York Times. 

Mezzo-Soprano Stacey Rishoi has met with critical ac- 
claim and has garnered an extensive list of symphonic cred- 
its, including Mahler’s “Symphony No. 8” with Leonard 
Slatkin and the National Symphony Orchestra. 

The deep voiced Norwegian-American bass Gustav An- 
dreassen has performed with major opera companies and 
orchestras throughout North America and Europe. 

‘Symphony No. 5’ 

Those four notes at the beginning of “Symphony No. 5” 
are very familiar to listeners today, but at the ttme Beethoven 
wrote them it was considered revolutionary. 

For the first time a rhythm (Bup, Bup, Bup,...Bah) rather 
than a melody, became the main subject of a symphonic 
movement — and not just as a first theme to be stated and 
picked up again for a while in the sections. Beethoven wove 
the rhythm into the entire fabric of the first movement, and 
subsequently into the rest of the symphony. 

A fitting ending for a busy Springfield Symphony concert 
season finale, “Symphony No. 5” paves the way for higher 
expectations for audiences of the future.
